new state hospital, which is to be 
located at Farwell Point, explained

Madison Woman Tells How First 


Memorial Day_Was_Observed

All things have a beginning. All customs a 


precedent. 
The origin of Memorial day_has 


been so often questioned it seems some authen- 
tic account of its inception should be preserved. 


Nothing could more fully mark the appre- 


ciation both north and south of the supreme 
sacrifice of their heroes than this appropriate 
service. 
Yet how few of the present genera- 


tion grasp its significance. 


How few observe it as a tribute to the brave 


men taken from love and life. 


They fought for a sentiment true and tender 


as the love they gave to their mothers. 
It has 


drifted into a day of recreation of _ national 
sport, instead of a patriotic recognition of a 
sacrificial devotion to duty as they saw it. 
"For them no drams of battle beat, 
'For them no bugle sounds retreat, 
No sentry guards their stern repose, 
They fear no more the charge of foes, 
But all is peace beneath the pines, 
That bend above the gallant lines." 


It seems fitting this honor should be con- 


ferred on' battle scarred Winchester. 
Carried 


four long years by contending armies. 
The 


tide of battle surged over other towns leaving 
few marks of its devastating force, but scarcely 
a day passed without the tramp of armed le- 
gions in Winchester, Six battles were fought 
in and around it with skirmishes innumerable, 
each taking its death toll of rank and file. 
Eighty-seven times during the war the place 
changed hands. Five times in one day 
the 


Generals Headquarters changed occupants and 
flags. Almost every field along the turnpike 
north and south through the country was a 
battle field—many soldiers buried where they 
fell. 
Wars chariot wheels plowed furrows 


broad and deep in her historic soil and the 
hearts of her people. 


It was little the stricken women of Winches- 


ter could do for their heroic de-d, or the battle 
scarred survivors as they took up the burden 
of life again in their impoverished homes. 


But they could garland the graves of their 


dead with f owers and bear with cheerful resig- 
nation the trials and sacrifice of reconstruction. 


Within a few weeks after the surrender at 


Appomattox, 1865, when the smoke of battle 
was scarcely lifted, or the battle nags furl- 
ed, the hearts of the faithful women of Win- 
chester cried out for a place Ux bury their 
dead, and perpetuate their memory. They be- 
gan their ministrations of love and duty little 
thinking their service could reach out and en- 
velop the whole south and eventually become a 
national observance. A memorial association 
was formed and the sixth of June 1865 observed 
the first decoration of soldiers graves. 


Those brave true hearts cherished no res'ent- 


ment toward the victors, but strewed the graves 
'of friend and foe, with fragrant offerings. 


"Under the sod and the dew, 
Waiting the judgment day; 
Under the one the Blue, 


' Under the other the gray." 


The spirit of this peace offering was not lost 


upon the Federal soldiers who garrisoned the 
town. 
It was printed in northern .papers, 


much was said and written about it. It inspir- 
ed the poem of the "Blue and the Grey" by 
Francis Miles Finch. It resulted in the first 
national memorial day. 


Meantime the Grand Army of the Republic 


had been organized. 
Among the first orders 


issued by General John A. Logan, commander, 
was the observance of May 30 of that year 
1S6S as Memorial day decorating the graves 
of soldiers with flowers and flags using these 
words. "Let wanton footstep tread rudely in 
such hallowed ground. 


"Let pleasant paths invite the'coming and 


going of reverent visitors and fond monarchs. 


"Let no scandalism or neglict, no ravages of 


time testify to the present or future genera- 
tions that we have forgotten as a people the 
cost of a free undivided Republic." 


So faihfully did 
the women of Winchester 


work and so responsive was the spirit of the 
people, that eighteen months after the close of 
the war, the ground had been secured and the 
remains of 2794 
confederate 
soldiers were 


gathered from forest and field and reinterrod 
in their final resting place, dedicated October 
26th, 1866. June sixth retained as memorial 
day honoring the memory of the gallant Valley 
Chieftain, General Turner Ashby, as the anni- 
versary of h:* death. 


A significant feature of the occasion was the 


lowering of the flag to half mast during the 
day by order of Federal Captain Brown.

Two silent cities lie side by side in historic 


old Winchester with 
an 
ivied wall between, 


where those who fought in blue and grey up 
and down the valley, hold their endless bivouac 
beneath the pines. 
Stately monuments and 


tablets mark their resting place. 


Two niemofial 'Hays are scrupulously observ- 


ed. The thirtieth of May and sixth of June. 
With flags at half mast the Blue and the Grey 
with sohimn tread decorate the graves of those 
who fell in the battle of life. 
"Under the laurel the Blue, 
Under the, willow the Grey.
